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AFTER TWO YEARS. 
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ARREST OF MAN WHO ESCAPED 
FROM CIVIC GUARDS. 


The story of how a “ wanted ” man named 
Shortiss escaped twice trom the Guards was 
told at Clonmel District Court, before Acting 
District Justice Conner.

BIG GATHERING IN DUBLIN. 


ORATION DELIVERED BY 
PRESIDENT COSGRAVE

The weather was perfect in Dublin yes- 
terday for the annual commemoration of 
the deaths of President Arthur Griffith 
and General Michael Collins, the two men 
whose names are most closely identified 
with the movement which led to the 
establishment of the Irish Free State. 

There was a parade of troops from the 
Phenix Park through the streets and on 
to Leinster Lawn, where the temporary 
memorial to the two leaders is situated. 

Headed by the Chief of Staff and the 


officers of the High Command, and accom- | 


panied by several bands, the parade was a 
very great success, and reminiscent of the 
days when Dublin frequently witnessed 
military spectacles of the kind. The 
military police, marching as one man, and 
the corps of artillery came in for universal 
compliment from the thousands who 
thronged the line of the march. 

The limited space surrounding the 
memorial on Leinster Lawn was filled with 
well-known people, including the Governor- 
General, the Ministers of State, and repre- 
sentatives of the learned professions and 
of the congmercial life of the city. Many 
of the company wore the regulation dress, 
silk hat and morning coat. Mr, Arthur 
Griffith and her children, and the brother, 
sister, and other relatives of General 
Collins were present. ' 


GREAT IDEALISTS. 


THE ORATION. 

Speaking from the steps oí the Memorial, 
President Cosgrave delivered the oration as 
follows :— 

We celebrate the fourth anniversary of two 
great Irishmen—of two Irishmen who were so 
great that, from the dawn of their manhood, 
they could devote their lives to the service of 
the Irish people in utter forgetfulness of 
themselves. They hungered and thirsted after 
justice—not justice for themselves; that they 
did not ask for, and certainly did not recetve— 
but justice for their country. And their 
country for them was not an arid abstraction. 
It was the Irish people, living upon the soil of 
Ireland; the poor as well as the rich; the 
unlearned not less than the wise; the selfish 
as well as the noble. They were great idealists, 
toiling in the service of their ideal day after 
day and year after year. patient and un- 
flinching. But their idealism did not take them 
remote from the ways of man. It was rooted 
in the great humanity of their hearts. in their 
love of their country, in their love and concern 
for the Irish people in the highways and fields 
of Ireland. Their ideal was not a theory. It 
was a determination that the Irish people of 
their day and of the ages to come should 
possess the means to build up happy lives 
here in Ireland, where their race had awakened 
te consciousness.

DEATH OF MR. A. C. HARTY. 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
a. &. Harty, which took place rather un- 
eapectedly, after a brief illness, in Dublin on 
Saturday. 

The late Mr. Harty was one of the best- 
known and most highly esteemed gentlemen 
connected with the Gaelic Athletic Associa- 
tion, handball and Irish athletics generally. 

President of the Ali-lreland ete Asso- 
siation and of the County Dublin G.A.A. 
Handball Board, he was also Chairman of 
the Standing Committee of the Handball 
Central Council and Leinster Council. In 
fact, he devoted himself with untiring energy 
and zeal to the dev elopment of the game, and

A fine athlete and prominent hurler, he 
was, in addition to his other activittes, an 
cHicial handicapper and starter of the 
National Athletic Association, and in that 
position he achieved much distinction, bring-

DEATH OF THE WOUNDED 


MAN. 


John ‘Doyle, Mary street, Dundalk, who 
was shot during a raid by armed robbers 
on. Bernard McGuinness’s publichouse, in 
Seatown, on Friday night, died on Saturday 
night at the County Infirmary, DunZalk. 

Doyle was a man of middle age, married, 
who earned his livelihood as a docker, He 
had been idle since the coal strike began, and 
had made arrangements to leave for the 
United States on Saturday. He was in 
McGuinness’s bar on Friday night at closing 
time with a man named Quigiey. While the 
shop manager was putting away the day’s 
takings a knock was heard at the side door, 
and three men entered. One of them stood at 
the door, another remained in the hall, and 
the third. who was armed with a revolver, 
rushed into the shop and shouted ‘‘ Hands 
up. 
It is stated that Doyle did not put up his 
hands, and that he started forward towards 
the intruders. A shot was fired, and Doyle 
staggered back to the counter wounded. The 
bullet had gone through his arm, and passed 
into his body, penetrating the lung. One of 
the robbers then took the contents of the till, 
amounting to about £14 or £15, and left with 
his two companions. 

The raiders are described as young men. 

Yesterday the crime was denounced in the 
Roman Catholic churches in the town. At 11 
o'clock Mass the Rev. F. Stokes, C.C., de- 
scribed it as the act of ruffianly desperadoes, 
which criéd to heaven for vengeance, It 
grieved him to think that there were in their 
midst individuals who had not only lost all 
sense of the rights of property, but all re- 
spect for the sacredness of human life. 

No arrests have been made.
